Dear Sir probably you have expected to hear from me long before this 
time but Giles wrote me you was a calculating to come to this country 
soon Therefore I have delayed writing you till this late hour having 
now given up all hopes of seeing you here this winter. I shall now 
begin by saying that myself and family together with John Putnam are 
in good health I have net seen a sick day since I left Vermont nor 
have I paid the first sixpence for doctoring as yet* Secondly I have 
given you a short account of what I have been doing since X left Leporte 
together with the rest of the people of your acquaintance in this place. 
Thirdly I will give you my views of this country at large together with 
the futer prospects as I view it. We started from Laporte for this 
place on the 12th of Sept, and arrived here on the 21st making nine days 
without any bad luck my first business was cutting hay which would seem

rather late for haying but the hay answers a good purpose. Cattle do 
well on it the grass we cut for hay oh the bottoms is of an exelent 
quality it being what they call blue Joint it grows thick and fine 
and yield in many places from three to four tons to the acre the next 
business was building a log house which was completed about three weeks 
since and it is not inferior to any of the houses in this county it is 
warm and convenient. I have since I got through a building been to 
Milwaukee for a load of flour which I shipped from Laporte. Flour is 
worth In Milwaukee $11.00 per Bbl but mine cost me reckoning the whole 
expense there a little short of $7.00 per Ebl the road from here to 
Milwaukee is very good except about 15 miles which is bad enough I will 
assure you it being thick timber land and nothing done on it but the 
trees cut out I was gone-seven aay3 and brought 200 lbs. witn ray two 
yoak of cattle the distance is about fifty five miles and the price of 
freight from there here is $3.00 per hundred pounds. Milwaukee is a 
fine place for a new one the streets being gravel instead of sand knee 
deep. I am now getting out rails to fen3e ^he land. I hired C. W. 
Virgin to brake for me when I was here in July he has broken for me 
twenty acres and sowed two acres of wheat when I got here wdiieh was up 
and looks fine. In speaking of the country that is Rock River I can say 
and say it honest that I believe it to be as healthy a country as any 
of the New England States. The prairies are generally dry and rich 
the water pure and clean but generally hard to wash in probably on ac¬ 
count of lime stone which are plenty and of exelent quality so far as 
they have been tried. The greatest objection to this county is the 
scaracity of timber in many places but we have plenty here The country 
is settled beyond all calculation living here at present is high but 
next year we will live as cheap as you can in Vermont but the prospect 
of getting land at one Dollar and twenty five cents per acre is what 
brings people into this country and getting it in the midst of a thick 
settled country toe unless the land comes Into market scon. I can 
stand in my door and see thousands of acres of land equally good as 
the best bottom land on the Connecticut. I shall close this part of my 
letter by saying that I am perfectly satisfied vritli this country. All 
the butterwe get we have to pay 37 EE per lb. If I can buy some cows 
In the Spring I will try to make same to eat for it costs nothing to 
keep them only cutting the hay and they do vrell I will assure cattle 
get fat here. I bought pork here drove in from the south for II LH 
beef for five. Potatoes 50jzf Corn $1.25 wheat $1,50 per bushel. We 
expect to have a school here next summer also there Is expected to be 
a Seminary in operation at the mouth of the Turtle scon. You can see 
a little by what I have written what Is a doing In this country which 
short of two years ago was Inhabited by nothing but Indians and wild 
beasts of the forest. I have not seen an Indian since I came to this 
place. I must close now by requesting you which I believe Is the 
third time to write me as soon as you receive this -without fail and 
much oblige your humble servant.

If you should con®lude tc come here I should think early In the Spring 
would be the best time, I should advlas anyone that Is a coming into 
this country to take the Steam Boat at Buffalo for Milwaukee as it Is 
the cheapest quickest and healthyest route In my opinion. 
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Here is a vivid picture or cur well loved Rock Prairie as seen 
by Isaac F, Smith (Mi it or.) May 16-18, 18360 "This morning left camp 
cheerfully, and with assurance that we would not be troubled with 
marshes,, About noon came to Turtle Creek,, where we left the teams 
drink and feed* a3 they would get no more water, until we got to Rock 
River, Here we became”aware chat even an old pioneer sometimes 
forgets the needful, as ws had no empty kegs tc carry water in for 
cooking our supper and breakfast, as well as for drinking during the 
next twenty four hours or mere, The only tiling that could be spared 
was the vessel with sugar vinegar in it. So the vinegar was poured 
upon the sandy shore of Turtle Creek, and we filled it with water 
and started again; and after a few miles travel, we came on the 
far-famed Rock Prairie, the paradise of the West; and certainly I 
never saw it when it locked so fine as at that time. The prairie 
grass was now green and largely interspersed with flowers. There 
was not the mark of a plow to be seen, a.cd but very few wagons tracks; 
not a house nor a fence, ncr anything to shew that civilized man had 
ever been there. The country was alone in ius glorious grandeur. 

We drove a few miles and encamped near where Cohn A. Fletcher, Johns¬ 
town since located hi3 residence---- 


May 19 . Started this morning very early a 3 the teams would have 
to reach the river before they could drink; We used most of the water 
but when we were three miles from the river, one hog we were driving 
gave out with fatigue and thirst. Ws dug a place in the prairie, and 
poured the last of the water in it- and leu the hog wallow in it awhile 
which served greatly to revive hi;s and then we went on.-—-" 

The following years were teeming with pioneer activity, 

Kixon Waterman, in the Old Scrap Reck Vol. II, p, tells the story

Louise” has a story preserved by her letters and poems 
that explains all too well why there are some unmarked 
graves in the local cemeteries and elsewhere about the 
state and nation. Although compassion and charity were 
virtues of the times and dispensed abundtly, they could 
not always buy grave markers for the children of the poor. 


Oct. 2, 1857 
'‘Dear Sister Louise 

Sabbath morning. Well Louise we have eaten 
breakfast which by the way consisted of mashed 
potatoes without any salt as we had none or the wherewith 
to purchase together with coffee and a little bread and 
butter. If my customer had paid me last evening the 
75 cents due I could have bought plenty but they did 
not think I needed it and as one was coming next week 
with two dresses thought it would be as well then but 
quite likely I shall never have such a close time again. 

I am just thinking how I used to feel about such 
things. . . but I have learned to judge of others and 
myself and place value upon correct deportment and 
pure principles rather than on circumstances.” 

E.J.P. 


Elvira J. Stockwell was born in Auburn, Mass, on 
Aug. 26, 1827, the daughter of a minister. Rev. James 
Stockwell and Prudence (Dodge) Stockwell. Her father 
died when she was but 17 years of age and she then 
taught school. There were few occupational opportunities 
for women then and as her letter states, she was teaching 
school while living in Johnstown Center. 

Elvira married Ed J. Powers in 1846 or 48. Their 
children were: Clarence, Theodore, Alice, and Carrie 
Louise. 

Clarence died Sept. 9, 1849 and was buried in a 
churchyard in or near Janesville or in or near Johnstown 
Center as the letter reveals. The second child, Theodore, 
was burned to death in a hotel fire. 

“The large and fine new public house of R. Willet, 

Esq. was burned to the ground on Saturday night last, 
and a child of Mr. E. Powers-now in Michigan was 
consumed in the flames. We learn that Mrs. Powers, 
the mother of the child, who was boarding at the house, at 
an early hour had put it to bed, and went downstairs, and 
when she returned, found the room enveloped in flames, 
from which resulted the destruction of the building.”

This letter, written from Johnstown Center, is about 
her third child, Alice. 

Johnstown Center Nov. 5th 1854 

Dear Sister Caroline, 

I have attended church twice today and do not know 
that I can improve my time better than in writing to 
you. I received Louisa’s first letter last Tuesday which 

1 immediately answered.I have much to write 

you but nothing which I wrote in the other, except that 

I am teaching school.You know Caroline that 

I have had a great deal of trouble since you parted with 
me and little Theda & Alice at Worchester but I have 
never written you the particulars of little Alice’s death, 

but think I must.I have a book which l wrote in at 

that time which I will copy off for you. Tuesday 
Sept. 5, 1854. Janesville. “This morning at past 6 
our dear little Alice passed from the scenes of this 
life of sorrow, to go we trust to that better land where 
there “inhabitants never say I am sick, where the tears 
shail be wiped from her eyes, where she shall find 
no more death neither sorrow nor pain.” she is I

brothers Clarence and Theodore in Heaven, redeemed 
from sinful Earth by Him who once said “Suffer the 
little children to come unto me and forbid them not 
for of such is the kingdom of Heaven” I wish my dear 
sisters could go with me and see her dear clay, tho T 
wasted by disease and cold in death it looks beautiful 
to me. We have been talking of having her daguerotype 
taken, but think we shall not for she does not look at 
all natural now, and we have not those of our other 
little one* and they are equally dear to us, and we 
believe that if we are ever so happy as to meet them in 
the spirit land we shall ” see them face to face, and 
know them even as we are known”. While I have been 
sitting by her dear body and reading in Gad’s holy word 
I have determined by His grace to do nothing through 
life I would not do in that dear prescence. And that 
I will do all in my power to do good to the afflicted, 
and improve my talent as I think will be pleasing in 
the sight of our Heavenly Father. It is one year ago 
today that Edward saw little Theodore for the 
last time on earth and five years ago tomorrow since 
our Clarence died and left our hearts filled with grief 
for his early loss. Now r they’re all together, one more tie 
that has bound me to earth is severed, one more darling 
in Heaven. 

Sept. 6 afternoon. 

We have been to the cemetery about two miles 
from here and buried our little Alice, the funeral 
was held at the house of Mr. Jones in this place. We 
had Elder Foote a Presbyterian who read the 108 
Psalm and made some very good remarks. Little Alice 
had a beautiful white muslin shroud trimmed with white 
ribbon, with roses and myrtle, and looked very sweet, 
but dearer to me was the thought that her pure spirit 
is now where unfading flowers are and has a robe of white 
which will never soil. 

Sept. 14 

I have just been putting away some of little Ally’s 
clothes which I have washed and ironed and it wrings 
my heart afresh with sorrow. I can almost see her dear 
little pale face under the little gingham bonnet as she 
looked only a few mornings since when I drew her out 
in the little wagon. Can I never look upon that dear 
face again, never hear her again say Mama and Pa and 
those other words she had learned to say. I do so long 
to see her and Theda’s little faces; if I could only have 
their daguerrotypes to look at what a comfort it would 
be, we should have had hers taken but supposed she 
was getting better until two days before she died she 
had such a painful deathly look, and after death was so 
thin and sunken that Edward said that he could never 
bare to see it. Oh how much the darling suffered I cannot 
think of it even now without anguish, and to bear it 
then Oh how hard It was. Never, never can I forget her 
looks of agony, and how the last night she wished me 
to take her, as though she thought her mother’s arms 
could ease and bring peace to her dy ing body. 1 took her on 
a pillow, pressed her to my bosom and rocked her 
and rocked her and tried to sing, (how many times within 
those few weeks did I sing by the hour to her while my 


heart seemed breaking.) believing it to be the last time 
I could do so while she was alive for the Dr. had told me 
in the evening it was nor lively she would live till morning. 
When the morning came i moved her near the window as 
she lay in the little crib and she told me she wanted ' milk” 
but would take nothing but water which she called 
milk or medicine. She then pointed with her finger to 
the door and said Ma stairs stairs several times meaning 
she wanted me to carry her down stairs. I asked her if 
she did and she said yes and a very few moments she 
commenced breathing shorter. Her father and Mrs. 

Jones soon came in the room, then I saw she was dying 
and told him so, she then drew a few long breaths and 
was gone, I then took her in my arms they tried to 
not have me but I would and held her a long time, dosed 
her little eyes and stratened her limbs. Hours had I sat 
thus and rocked her and her little brother Theodore 
and this was for the last time.” But six short months 
before, I had both these dear little ones, alive and 
healthy, fleshy rosy cheeked children, and now where 
are they. 1 am alone-Oh my Savior fill thou the void 
thou has made in my heart Oh help me to live so I can 
go to my little ones when I go hence" 

i have now copied from my book all that 1 intended 
to. Edward came in and said he would never write a 
letter if it made him feel so bad as I did to write this.

We have 

also lost our minister, Mr, Lame (or Lamb), He died about one month 
ago. He went to his bed in his usual way at night and was found 
lying dead in his bed the next morning. He had been complaining for 

some time back but he was always able to preach. We are meeting 

with great losses here but I hope our great loss is their great gain. 
They were both young men, about twenty-seven years of age. They 
did a great deal, both of them, for Peter that day he died, I wa 3 at 
Mr, Lame’s funeral. It was the largest funeral I ever saw. The 
road was ahead with wagons for about a mile along. There were from 
two to three hundred people there and most of them all Scotch people, 
I may say we are now sheep without a shepherd. He was the best 
minister that I ever heard," This part of the letter is being 
shared with us by Mrs, 'ear. Hadden Ward, a grand-daughter of Mrs, 
Pete" Mills, who later married John Henry, Their daughter was Mrs,

Resident of Rock Prairie Who Passed 
Away Yesterday Morning Came 
to Wisconsin In 1844, 

Mrs. Helen Menzies, who died 
early yesterday morning at her home 
in the town of Harmony, was among 
the pioneer residents of the stale, hav- \ 
ing come to Wisconsin in 1844 in the 
company of her father, step-mother, 
sister, and brother. The family emi¬ 
grated from Perthshire, , Scotland* 
where she was born. May 24* 1833, 

With the exception of a few years in 
Cross Plains, this state, she has al¬ 
ways resided on Rock Prairie, 

She was united In marriage to Wil¬ 
liam Menzies fifty-six years ago, and 
ivas to him a most loyal and devoted 
wife until his ’demise in 1907. ■ Al¬ 
though her home waa childless* It was 
pever devoid of parental affection ,, 
and a warm welcome for the children 
of relatives and friends. 

She was the last remaining repre¬ 
sentative of her family* her sister. 

Mrs C. M. Ravings, having died in 
D*|)9 ( and her brother, .lames Men- 
sice, in March of the present year, 
the families of both of whom sincere¬ 
ly mourn the loss of a beloved aunt, 
who took more then an ordinary in¬ 
terest In them and their affairs* 

She was a charter member of the 
Rock Pvalrle United Presbyterian 
church and always a consistent and 
do voted one.

to Perth, Scotland, after his first wife (mother of the above child¬ 
ren) died. The reason they came to America was that there were land 
speculators in the Midwest who had paraplets printed telling of the 
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wonderful, easy life in 'Wisconsin® This was so attractive that it 
was the reason for the great immigration of tne scotch people to Wis¬ 
consin. Land speculators sold the land for approximately '*1.00 per 
acre. At that time much land was free. 

The Menzie 3 family went by wagon across Scotland and brought all 
their belongins with them 'plow, plunder box and all their precious 
things). When they got on the boat, their friends were standing on 
the wharf and had music which started up, a song called Bundle and 
Go” which va 3 popular at the time, and everybody was weeping a3 the 
sailing boat started down ~he Firth of Clyde. 

They cocked their feed ever a fire on the deck. Each had for 
food a huge box of catmeal. They were sc long on the ocean '‘"hey did 
their washing on the beat. One incident was most of the women were 
brought up to mind their husband 5 s and do tne work. One woman would 
just sit on the deck ana reck. Her husband’s shirt got so dirty 0 Tc 
shame her before the re 3 t, he said that he would wash his shirt. She, 
instead of getting up and washing it, said she wished he would wash 
one for her tool 

One night a terrible storm came up and blew then 600 miles back. 
They had to threw a let of things overboard, all the beautiful things 
they had brought. The ca3e of the Menzies’ grandfather clock was 
thrown over but they saved the works. 

They came tc New York and went on a boat up the Hudson to the 
Erie Canal, where they went on tow boat3. The children were so tired 
of boats that they walked most of the way across New York State be¬ 
cause the horses that towed the boat went slow enough so the child¬ 
ren could run behind them. All their belongings were then loaded on 
a lake boat and they went thru the Great Lakes to Milwaukee. 

When they got to Milwaukee, it wa3 a miserable little town, a 
port where the wheat from here was shipped east. There was no rail¬ 
road there. They put their women in a boarding house and the men walk¬ 
ed around Milwaukee County looking for a place that looked like the 
pamphlets had stated. They were very discouraged. It was unbroken 
iand and rocky. Every day they would go out in a different direction. 
They were so discouraged with this country that they decided they would 
go back to Scotland. They went down to the wharf to see if they could 
get a beat back. While standing around, they heard a man speaking 
Scotch. They went up to him and told him they wanted to go back and 
where could they buy tickets. This man said that if they would go out 
with him, he would show them the Garden of Eden, where he had come from. 
This was Andrew Barlass. They asked him how and he said they could 
hire the wagons that the wheat had come in on. 

The next morning they started cut on these wagons with all their 
belongings on them. They stopped overnite at East Troy. There they 
stayed at a wonderful place where there wa3 good ham and eggs in the 
tavern. 

Toward nite they reached Rock Prairie. They were happy because 
it looked like Scotland. About at the church, the axle came off the 
wagon. Catherine Menzies said to old Mrs. Beat-, ”Come on awa' over 
beside the fence and let’s us just lie doon and dee 5 ." They fixed 
the wagon and spent the first nite at the Mansur farm where there was 
a barn and a cabin. It wa3 harvest time and they had fresh straw 
They could sleep on the floor of the barn and they would sell them 
straw to put in their ticks. They filled the ticks and built a fire 
in the yard and Lung the iron kettle over the fire and made a big 
pot cf oatmeal. Each had a little cup that they dipped into the pot 
of oatmeal and sat around in a circle to eat. It was getting toward 
twilight and they were sitting around eating, and realized that these 
people were Yankees and were laughing at the immigrants. James didn’t 


want them to see them sitting around eating like peasants, so he ran 
with the kettle to hide It in a corner. Grandfather John stomped 
over and got the kettle and said, "He who is ashamed of his meat 
should na eat" . 

They found thi3 lovely country. They took up 200 acres of land 
which is the Menzies farm at the spring across the road where they 
built a log house first. While living in that, they cut down the 
walnut trees to make the frame for this house. They didn* t take 
the bark off, but split the trees and U 3 ed them. They got the bricks 
from Milwaukee on the return trips of the wheat wagons. They built 
just the two front rooms and two upstairs. The present bathroom 
was where the twins slept. The house was strictly colonial and had 
a hall down the center. Next the wing north was built. Next was 
the second floor to 'this wing. The wing going ea3t had a dining room 
and lean-to for the kitchen. This was a story and a half. Later 
they made it higher and built on the kitchen. They built a b5 g barn 
of nearly all black walnut which was put together with wooden pegs. 
This was where the machine 3hed now is, but now the upper part has 
been torn down and a machine shed built on the foundation. The way 
they marked their fields was with stones. Therefore there were al¬ 
ways law 3 uit 3 going around about line fences. 

The bottom used to drop out of the road between here and Janes¬ 
ville. It would take us two hours to get to Janesville behind the 
old Clydesdale horses. 

John Menzies had bought 1000 acres when he came. When Christine 
was married he gave her the Robert Barlass farms on A & Rugar Road 
and when Helen was married he gave her the farm now known as Gil-Bar 
and she and her husband, William, built the house which is there now. 
To James, my father, he willed the home farm. 

The menzies story is continued in the following letter. Helen 
Menzies Sutherland received this letter the latter part of April 
1956 from the Rt. Reverend James Hutchinson Cockburne, Scotland, 
former Moderator of the church of Scotland and at present one of the 
three Queen's chaplains of the Royal Family, England.

My dear Helen, 

Amy and I were glad to hear from you ...... 

The plan you mention of restoring the old graveyard of Johnstown 
where are buried the early Scots and Scottish settlers is wholly to 
be commended. It does their living descendents credit to honour 
their memory, for their coming to an unsettled area In your country 
began a chapter in history which you and others of their kith and kin 
are still writing. 

Your letter brings back vividly the day, now a few years back, 
when, without my telling you, I had discovered the farm of Glen- 
goulandie In the Mengies country in Perthshire, and drove with you 
to It. We found to the surprise of us both that it was still farm¬ 
ed by a family of Menzies from that farm your grandfather when a 
youth had emigrated to America, carrying the name of the farm with 
him. You saw the kitchen in which he ate his meals, the outbuildings 
in which he fed the beasts and the fields he helped to plough and 
saw and reap, as well as the hills on which he herded his sheep. 

You got a warm welcome from the sisters Mengies that day and the name 











Glengoulandie, which some of your friends ha3 been suspicious of, 
though it was painted on your American barn, suddenly meant some¬ 
thing real and moving. You were then really plunged into the stream 

of your family history. _ , 

There are rf course still many in Scotland wno bear tne name 

Menzies. Most cf them pronounce it correctly-like Ming-is (for the 
Z is really the old Sets g) though even in Scotland some speak it 
as Men-zes, which grates badly on a Scottish ear. But Castle Mengies 
is partly ruined part of the garden is used as a market garden, but 
no member of the chief's family lives there now. None can tell where 
the Mengies have scattered to.....(Dr. Robert Mengies is a distin¬ 
guished preacher and my friend).....! fear that America and New Zea¬ 
land and Canada and other lands have become the homes of multitudes 
of them.... 

But in this scattering the Menzies clan follows the Scottish 
pattern. Even in the first $0 years of this century more Scots, 
their wives and children, have left Scotland for lands across the 
seas than in the first half of last century, which, is often spoken 
of as the period of our greatest loss by emigration. And Scots are 
leaving Scotland still in larger numbers than Scotland can afford 
to lose, and that is true even of these days of full employment 
and increasing wages. I suppose the Scots are built that way I 
can only hope that Scotland's loss may sometimes be gain to the 
lands which open to them doors of opportunity and service.

I was born in Johnstown Center, in my grand-partnets home 
March 31, 1882, My mother was Ellen Andersen,. dai’ghter of 
Oscar and Sarah Owen Anderson of Richmcna on cue banks of 
Turtle Lake, Wisconsin. My father, C-eorge W. Chandler, son 
of Laura Ann Chamberlin and George H. Chandler was known 
to all the young men as Dad Chandler, George W. Chandler was 
elected Town Clerk cf the town of Johnstown when he was 21 
years of age, an office he held consecutively until the 
time of his death on November 5, 1902. My father was a car¬ 
penter and many buildings in Johnstown Center and the surround¬ 
ing country were erected or remodeled by him. I think I was 
about fourteen of fifteen years of age, when I became the very 
proud owner cf a new bicycle. Gertrude Rockwell, obtained one 
the same day; they were just alike, and many happy days, and 
nice trips did we take together.

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Saturday nigh.to In other words , he at© his meals and slept, 
at the home where he was at work. My father loved nature and 
was a scholor as well as a carpenter. When I was a little 
girl, I loved to go and call on the older ladies in our town 
and sometimes Mamma would let me go and stay for a short time 
as she didn't want me to be a pst, and I guess I did ask a good 
many questions, but Mrs. Dentin, Mrs. John Thompson and Mrs. 

H. B, Johnson always made me welcome. Yes, and Julia M. pember, 
while not elderly by any means, was always so sweet and dear, 
and it was a happy afternoon when I could go and visit her. 

Mrs. H. B. Johnson always called me Georgie; and she said I 
should have been named for my father, but it was he who named 
me Josie, so that was his choice. 

When Grandpa Chandler and his mother Draxy chandler first 
came to Johnstown Center, Wisconsin, it was almost as difficult 
to find a house to live in as it is in this day and age. 

Finally, they moved into a little one room house, with three 
other families. This was made possible by dividing the house 
into four rooms, by drawing chalk lines on the floor and each 
family keeping within these lines, each having one-fourth of 
the house. The pails of milk were suspended from the rafters 
by hooks. 

Before Grandpa Chandler went back to Bradford, Vt 0 for 
his bride, he bought a piece of land about two acres, I be¬ 
lieve,; on this he erected a small house. Mr. Hilan Morse 

owned the adjoining land, about one acre, and on this he built 
a house a few years later. Grandpa bought this land from Mr. 
Morse, and later moved into this new house where my father 
grew to manhood. He was an ardent baseball fan and a good 
player. He played first base in the Southern Wisconsin League. 
Harry Fellows, James McLay, Arthur Aller, John Paine, Royal 

McGetehle, Frank and Lee Hall were some of the players. My 

mother used to sew with Mrs. Farnham and spent many happy days 
in the Pratt home. 

One very eventful day in my life, when I was less than 
one year old, my mother took me with her to spend the day with 
Mrs. Farnham and the family. Ella Wheeler Wilcox was visiting 
there at this time and being very fond of babies, she took 
me in her arms and loved and kissed me. This is a very won¬ 
derful memory to me. Grandma Chandler used to do a lot of 
sewing for the people at the First Rock County Farm in Johnstown 
when Mr. and Mr3. A. Pickett were the superintendents there, 
both in her own home and at the home. We had such wonderful 
neighbors, each and everyone. Everyone loved Dr. Wm. Rockwell; 
he was ever ready to help the sick and those who were in any 
trouble, Mr. and Mrs. H a C. Morse, I was only a small child 
when Mr. Morse died, but as I remember, if any one was needing 
help, they called on Mrs. Morse and she never refused to do all 
she could to help, Mr. and Mrs. R. T. Pember, the Randall's, 
Johnsons both H„ B. and Seymour, McGowan, Johnathan Fellows and 
his wife, Harry Polley and his wife, who ran the meat market, 
Christ White and his good wife, Mary, who washed and dressed 
more babies than anyone unless it was Mrs- H. C- Morse- 
Mart Morse and his wife, Mary; I could go on and on, and such 
wonderful memories of each ana every one from my childhood 
until I moved away from Johnstown Center. As I have said 
before, my father was a carpenter and at one time he was doing 
some work for David Carter and his good wife, Jane Mortin Car¬ 
ter; in those days you ate your meals with the people you were 


working for, and so one day Mrs. Carter had a dessert that 
especially pleased my father, so ranch 30 ( tnat he asked ray mother 
to go and see Mrs. Carter and ask her how she made this special 
dessert. Mrs. Carter -as kind enough to tell my mother how she 

made Spread Pie. .. 

One winter, the Modem Woodmen. Camp, of wnich my rather 
was a members decided to give a play to raise a lictle money,. 
They finally decided on a western play called Tatters, the 
Pet of Squatters Gulch." My father was in the play as Mayor 
Timberlake, his daughter Tatters, was Hattie MeFarlane, and 
Pete MeFarlane as the sweetheart cf Tatters, a part he played 
with great success. As you all know. Settle was his own wife 
and a dear, sweet person she was. Others in the play were 
Otis Hall, Ed Carter, George Gentle, Mrs. Frank Hall and Emma 
Hall as her daughter. The play was given in the large hall over 
the store, at this time owned and operated by Frank Hall. It was 
very successful and was given again at Emerald Grove. I still 
have a copy of the play, ''Tatters . ,f 

School days are happy days and I have so many pleasant 
memories of my school days. Miss Mary Wahl, (I hope that is 
the way she spelled it), it was pronounced Wah , was my first 
teacher. Others were Mrs. Cora Dickinson, Otis Hall, Miss 
Julia Arnold, now Mrs. Julia Martin, who boarded with us.^ 

Mrs. Mark Knilands, Fanny Ward (Caveny), Eva Kidder (Hall) and 
others who I have not named. Margaret- Mullen was my teacher 
when I received my diploma and David Thorne was superintendent 
at that time, now many years ago. Our last day of school, 
when the term closed, was a great event that a program and a 
gift for our teacher. On Friday afternoons we used to have 
contests, arithmatic matches, spelling, geography etc. It 
kept you alert, eager to study and do your best. One very 
s ad memory was the death of Jessie Cary, only child of Kate 
Riley and George Cary. They lived west of Johnstown Center 
on a farm, on what now is called County Trunk A. Jessie was 
a student in Janesville High School, She came home every 
Friday to spend the weekend with her parents. At this parti¬ 
cular time, she came home Friday with & cold and sore throat. 

On Saturday she went skating on a near-by pond with some of 
the young people who were her neighbors. Her parents tried 
to pursuade her not to go out this particular time, to stay 
home and take care of a very bad throat, but Jessie laughed 
and said the fresh air would dc her good. She came home 
later, a very sick girl, her sore throat load developed into 
diptheria and despite all that medical skill could do further, 
she passed away at the age of seventeen years. I remember 
so well the day she was buried, standing by the window with 
my mother, seeing the two vehicles pass by, one with the casket 
and her father and pastor in the ether one, her mother, ill 
from grief not able to accompany them and on account of a con¬ 
tagious disease, no service could be held and her many friends 
were unable to attend. I’ll never forget how heart breaking 
it was to see them pass so alone, so heart broken. 

From the time I was a little girl, we had Sunday School 
every Sunday afternoon in the church at Johnstown Center built 
in l3h7. My mother and I always went, in fact my mother was one 
of the S, S, teachers. Margaret Morton was our Supt. and Mary 
and Anna McGowan were also teachers. Many of the pupils went to 
the Rock Frairie Presbyterian with their parents and attended 
Sunday School and church services at this church in the A.M. 





and then attended our S.S. at the Center In the afternoon. 

The two Mawhlnney families of George and Frank were in this 
group. Mrs. Julia Morse Fember was another one of our tea¬ 
chers, a faithful worker, and I know all the children loved 
her. At Christmas time, we always had a huge Christmas tree 
and a program in which all took part from the small ones to 
the grown ups. There were always gifts for^all with candy, 
nuts, oranges, apples and pop-corn balls. I remember one pro¬ 
gram that stands out so vividly in my mind. 

Mrs, Wm. Pember (Kellie Pickett) sang a solo, "Beautiful Star 
of Bethlehem," with Mrs. W. B. Rockwell at the organ. It truly 
was beautiful, at one time, we had a Christian Endeavor Society 
which met one evening each week. Alice Millard usually played 
the organ for those meetings and everybody sang, We really 
had nice music. The two Kawhinney families, George and Frank, 
were all nice singers and helped in any way possible. When 
summer came and it was time to really clean the church, the 
ladies and young people all came with mops, brooms, buckets 
and soap and gave the places a real cleaning. Mr. Blish kept 
the key and always opened and locked up the building. Some 
of the time different ones would go and clean and fill the ker¬ 
osene lamps which we used there. I will never forget one 
particular day in June 18 , when we were busy at the church; 
a wedding party went by to Janesville; we all rushed out on 
the platform and waved good wishes to Kittle White and John 
McCann, as they were on their way to be married at St. Marys 
Church in Janesville. She truly was a lovely bride, 

I could go on and on telling of the many good kind neigh¬ 
bors, always standing by when you needed help. Of cur Sunday 
School and Christian Endeavor meetings and of the many good 
deeds done by our neighbors, who I have failed to mention by 
thoughts and memories to the dear ones who have gone on "across 
the great divide," and the dear ones who are still herein,

J Authorizing the Formation of Cemetery Associations* — 
Passed January Id, 1850. 

The Ffloplc at the Slits: of Waconija, iipr*i«nlt(] In Senate and Awemblj, 
do enact aa fallows 

Section 3. Auy numl>er of persona residing In any 
| County iri this State, not less than seven, who shall desire 
! to form an association for the purpose of procuring and 
! holding lauds to be used exclusively for a cemetery, or 
| place for the buriai of the dead, may meet ut such 
time and place a? they, or a majority of them, may agree, 
and appoint a chairman and secretary by the vote of a 
majority of the persons present at the meeting ; and 
ii may proceed to form an association by agreeing on a 
I i corporate name, by which the association shall be known, 

| and by determining upon the number of trustees to man* 

!; age the affairs of the association, which number shall not 
! be less than three, nor more than nine—and t hereupon they [ 
mar proceed to elect, by 1mllot, the number of trustees , 
so determined upon. 

i Sec. 2. The chairman and secretary of such meeting ' 
' shall, immediately after j?uch election, divide the trustees 
1 by lot, into three classic: those in the first class to hold 
] their office one year, those in the second clas-i two years, 
i and those in the Lhird class three years ; foul the tr us lees 
I' of each class may be reflected, if they ahull possess the 
qualifications hereinafter mentioned; such meeting shall 
alfto determine on whal day in each year, the future 
animal election of trustees shall be held. 

Sec. 3, The chairman and secretary of such meeting 
shall, within three davs after iSic holdit'i: oT the same, 
make a written certificate, which shall state the name? 
of the associates who attend such meeting ■, the corporate 
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name of the association determined upon by the majority 
of the pessons who met; the number of trustees fined 
upon to manage tbe concerns of the association; the 
names of the trustees chosen at the meeting, and their 
classification, and the day of the year fixed upon for the 
annual election of trustees; such certificates shall be 
signed by the said chairman and secretary, and ackitowb 
edged by them before some officer of the county author¬ 
ized to take the acknowledgment of deeds, and they 
shall cause such certificate, so acknowledged, to be 
recorded in the register's office of the county in which 
the meeting was held.

Sec. 5, Sjfeh associations shall have power to make 
such by-laws as are necessary to e’f ct the objects ofas 
organization, noi inconsistent with ih*- law* of tide. slate. 

Sec. 6. The affairs and properly of such asocial urn 
shall be managed by the trustees, a majority of whom 
shall form a board for the transact'on uf husi css; the 
trustees shall anntiali? appoint from *mong their number 
a president, and shalf also appoint a secret htt and treas¬ 
urer. who shall boll their pAccs during the pleasure of

Sec. 7. Any association incorporated agreeably to 
the provisions of this chapter, may take by purdm.se or 
gift, and hold* within the county iu which the cer:ifiei*’r> 
of their incorporation is recorded, not exceed im: forty 
acres of land, to be held and occupied exclusively fur a 
Cemetery, for the burial of tbe dead; such land, or 
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such portion thereof as may from time to time be required 
for that purpose, shall be surveyed, and divided into 
lots of such size as the trustees may direct, with such 
avenues, alleys, and walks, as the said trustees may deem 
proper, and a map or maps uf such surveys shall be filed 
in the register's office of the county in which the lands 
shall foe situated; such association may also purchase or 
take bv gift, and bold, personal properly to an amount 
not exceeding one thousand dollars, and may sell the 
SArtnc and apply tbe proceeds thereof to tbe purposes men¬ 
tioned in section thirteen of this chapter, and no other.

Sec, P. T he annual election for trustees, to supply 
the place of those whose term of office expires, shall 
be hidden on the day mentioned in the certificate of 
incorporation, and at such hour and place as the trustees 
shall direct; the trustee* chosen at any election after 
the first, shall hold their offices for three years, and until 
others shall be chosen to succeed them; such election 
shnli bo by ballot, and every person who shall be the 
proprietor of a lot in the cemetery of the association,

Pub¬ 
lic notice of every minimi election shall be given, in such 
ruauner as the by-laws of the association shall prescribe. 

Sec. 11. If the annual election shall not be held, on 
the day fixed in the certificate of incorporation, the trus¬ 
tees shall haw power to appoint another day, not more 
than sixty days thereafter, and shall give public notice 
of the time and pl «ce; at which time the election may 
be held with like effect as if boMen on the dav fixed in 
the said certificate: and the terms of office of the trus¬ 
tees chosen at *uch election, shall expire at the same 
time thev would have done, had they been chosen on the 
day fixed in ti»e said certificate of incorporation. 

Sec. 12. The trustees at such anuual meeting, shall 
make a report in w riting, containing a statement of their 
doings and of the affairs of the association, and an 
account of the receipts and expenditures during the year 
preceding.

Sec. 14. Any person who “hall wilfully destroy, mu¬ 
tilate, injure or remove, any tomb, monument, grave 
stone, building or other structure, placed iu any ceme¬ 
tery, or any fence, railing, or other work, for the protec¬ 
tion or ornament thereof, or who shall wilfully destroy or 
injure any tree, shrub or p’mit, within tin* limits of such 
cemetery, incorporated under this chapter, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall also be liable 
in an action, to be brought- in the name of the association, 
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for the payment of all damages by him occasioned ; or 
any proprietor of a lot in such cemetery, may sue for any 
injury done upon any lot owned by him. 

Sec. 15. The cemetery lands and property of any If 
association formed pursuant to this chapter, shall be 
exempt from all public taxes and assessments, and shall 
not be liable to be sold on execution, or to be applied in 
payment of debts of any individual proprietors ; but the ;. 
proprietors of lots in such cemetery, thrir heirs or legal 
representatives, may hold the same exempt therefrom, so 
long as the same shall remain appropriated to the use of 1 ' 
a cemetery, and during that time, no street or road “hall !• 
be laid through such cemetery, or any part of the land- 
held by such association, for the purposes aforesaid, j ’ 
without the consent of the trustees of said association. 

Sec. 1C. Whenever the lands of any such association 
shall be laid out iu lots, and such lots or any of them 
shall be transferred to individual proprietors, and after 
there shall have been an interment in any lot so trans 
ferred, such lot, from the time of such fir.-t interment, 
shall forever thereafter be inalienable, and shall, upon ! 
the death ol the proprietor, descend to the heirs of such r 
proprietor forever; but any one or mor*- of such heirs 1 i 
may release to any other of said h~irs, his. her, on their ! J 
interest in the same; a copy of such release shall be filed 
with the town clerk of the town, or with the register of 
the eity.Jwithin which the said cemetery shall besitu.ved ; 
the body of any deceased person shall not be interred in 
any such lot, unless it be the body of u person having at 
the time of such decease an interest in such lot, or the 
relative of some person having some interest in such lot, 
or the wife of some person or her relative, except by the 
consent of all persons having an interest in such lot. 

CHAPTER 170. 

Section 1C. If any persou not being lawfully author- | 
ized, shall willfully dig up, disinter, remove or convey 
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any human body, or the remains thereof, or shall know¬ 
ingly aid in such disinterment, removal or conveying 
away, every such offender, and every person accessory 
thereto, either before or after the fact, shall be punished 
by imprisonment in the state prison not more than two 
years nor less than six mouths, or by fine not exceeding 
two huudred dollars. 

Sec. 17. If any person shall wilfully or with evil 
iuteut, destroy, mutilate, deface or remove any tomb, 
monument, gravestone or other structure or thing, placed 
or designed for a memorial of the dead, or any fence, 
railing, curb or other thing intended for the protection, 
or for the ornament of any tomb, monument, gravestone 
or other structure before mentioned, or of any iuclosure 
for the burial of the dead, or shall wilfully and with 
evil inteut destroy, mutilate, remove, cut. break or 
injure any tree, shrub or plant placed or being within 
any such inclosure, the person so offending shall Ik- pun¬ 
ished by fine not exceeding three hundred dollars, nor 
less than twenty-five dollars. 

Sec. 18. If any person shall open or make anv high¬ 
way or town way, or shall construct any railroad, turn¬ 
pike or canal, or any other thing in the nature of a public 
casement, over, through, iu or upon such part of auv 
itulosure, being the properly of a town, village or relig¬ 
ious society, or of private proprietors as may be used for 
the burial of the dead, unless an authority for that pur¬ 
pose shall be specially granted by law, or unless the 
onsent of such town, village or religious society, or 
rivate proprietors respectively, shall be first obtained, 
e shwll be punished by fine not exceeding, three hun¬ 
dred dollars nor les> than sixty dollars, or by ioiprison- 
ir.ent in the state prison not more than one year nor less 
than six months.

This has been endued 
with a plain temporary fence. , , 

Carriage ways and alleys have boon opened, stb.rd- 
inc easy access to all parts of the grounds. 

By the certificate of association, recorded October 
Ut \ 1». 1801, its affairs must be managed by three 
trustees, who are divided into three classes—the term 
of office of one class expiring each year, when a new 
trustee to fill such vacancies must he chosen by the 
stockholders of the association, who arc the owners 
of lots in the cemetery. . 

The Act authorizing the formation of < emetery 
Associations, forbids tlic converting these grounds to 
any other use than that of a cemetery—forever ex¬ 
empts them from taxation, and permits no public 
roads or streets to be laid out through them—pro¬ 
tects the loU< from sale on execution or to satisfy a 
debt and provides that the Income ot the association 
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shall be devoted exclusively to the protection and 
improvement of the grounds. 

Purchasers of late acquire the title of the land in 
a manner which insures ite continuance in their fam¬ 
ilies, and lot owners are the sole proprietors of the 
cemetery—-they are the association, and bv their 
votes elect ib trustees, and thus have the entire 
management of ite affairs. 

It is hoped that the sales of lots, after meeting all 
current expenses of the association, will ultimately 
produce a surplus which will provide for its necessi¬ 
ties after ite grounds shall he all deeded \ but in or¬ 
der to meet an}" delinquency hereafter, the association 
reserves the right in ite deeds to levy a tax upon the 
said land, for the purpose of defraying the ordinary 
expenses of the said association, whenever in their 
opinion the same shah he necessary. 

Deeds are given to purchasers i A‘ lot?, subject to 
the following Conditions :—That all bite shall he used 
etprv'?:y fbr burial purposes, and no other—that the 
association shall have the right to determine the 
manner of fencing or inclosing said lots—also the 
manner of the burial of the dead—also the right to

Like John Greenleaf Whittier’s maiden Aunt in Snowbound,

Wilcox's mother. Aunt Abby waited upon, loved and spoiled her 

many neices and nephews. Hers, too was a life of devotion to others. 

Did the memory of the bagpipe melodies linger longingly in 
the heart of the Scotch lass, Christina Graham Jenkins McFarlane? 

Did she ever wish for a landscape of heather broken by gayly 
dressed plaid dancers'? Her cultural background and others like hers 
wa3 our gain. It is the older grandchildren who remember riding with 
petite and proud scotch grandma dressed in her best silk seated 
sedately in the spotless buggy, to make an afternoon call on a 
neighbor. The following poem poignantly tells the story of the 
tragedy in the lives of George and Christina McFarlane. Their son

Officers to serve a tern of 
3 years, 1 officer is up for election each year in the following order, Presid .ent 
secretary, treasurer. 

V Refreshments to be limited to a beverage and one thing, (either dessert or sandwich). 

VI Five persons shall constitute a quorum to do business. 

VII Voted to amend by law III; change date of annual meeting from month of October to 
April* ( This action taking place at Oct. 8, 1958 meeting, refer to sec. book).

!. Johnstown Genter Cemetery Association was founded as a non-profit organization in 

abxit 1839 to maintain the needs and upkeep of Johnstown Center Ceretery Association* 

!* Johnstown Center Cemetery is a comminity cemetery located in Town of Johnstown, Rock 
county, Wisconsin. 

The individual lot owners constitute the ownership and operation of the Johnstown 
Center Cemetery Association. 

The sale of lots and maintaining of the cemetery shall be the responsibility of the 
duly elected president, secretary, treasurer and directors of the association. The 
officers serve without compensation. 

Any lot <*vner is empowered to vote at the annual meeting to be held the last Thursday 
of May, Each year, prior to Memorial Day. 

The officers of the association ar*president, secretary, treasurer, each serving a 3 
year term and 2 directors* Directors duly elected to 2 year terms* 

It shall be the responsibility of the officers to collect and dispense of revenues to 
properly maintain the cen^tery. 

Upon purchase of lot or graves, one half of purchase price shall be placed in the 
Johnstown Cemetery Association perpetual care fund to ensure that all lots will be 
properly maintained. 

The officers are empowered to engage the services of a caretaker and to duly condensate 
that person or persons. They are also duly emptxjered to hire other help as is necessary 
to properly maintain the property.

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THE CAIRN 

Let us in our minds* eyes, leave Johnstown 
Center Cemetery, and imagine this terminal 
moraine upon which we stand to be a hill 
in the Scottish Highlands. We should see 
the greenest of grass, sparse shrubbery of 
heather and gorse, but we should also see 
piles of stones in the shape of miniature 
pyramids silhouetted against the bluest 
of skies. 

These are the cairns. 

The cairns are a peculiarly Scottish 
memorial to their dead. Just as each plot 
in this cemetery belongs to a special 
family, so each cairn belongs to a special 
bnaroch of the clan. The story of the cairn 
memorial as told to us is this. 

Whenever a man left for war or a distant 
mission, he climbed to the top of the hill 
nearest his home and added a rounded stone 
to the family cairn. When he returned, he 
climbed to the cairn and removed his stone. 
If he did not return, the stone remained. 
Slowly, over the centuries, the cairns have 
grown into four-sided pyramids silhouetted 
against the Scottish sky.

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FUNERALS IN THE.EARLY DAYS 


There have been many changes during my 64 years in the 
funeral business. At first most of the funerals were held 
in the homes. The furniture had to be moved and folding 
chairs brought in. Many times the furniture had to be taken 
upstairs because of lack of room. While the funeral was 
taken to the cemetery, the chairs had to be moved out and 
the furniture replaced before the family got back from the 
cemetery, to be ready for the family to meet friends at the 
home. 

Later more services were held at the Rock Prairie Church, 
The visitation was held at the home the night before. The 
family met at the home the day of the funeral and a prayer 
service was held before going to the Church, This meant that 
the flowers had to be transported to the Church and arranged 
while friends were coming to the service. 

In the 1930’s, the use of the funeral home became more 
general, the visitation at the funeral home the night before 
and the family and friends met at the Church for the service. 
The Johnstown Cemetery contains the graves of many of 
the pioneer settlers of Johnstown, Pete White used to open 
the graves. His charge was 15.00 and sometimes 20,00 in the 
winter when the ground was frozen. The funeral home at that 
time would provide the lowering device and the greens for 
the graveside service at the cemetery. Later, the funeral 
home provided a cemetery tent for inclement weather. The 
first cemetery tent used at the Johnstown Cemetery, we 
provided for the funeral of Mrs, Barlass, that was Alf and 
Andy’s grandmother. This was in the 1930‘s. 

The people of Rock Prairie are fortunate that a small 
group have done a very good job in maintaining the cemetery. 

It is one of the best cared for cemeteries I have ever known. 
This brief history gives you a little of the progress 
that the Johnstown Cemetery Board has made. The Board can 
well be proud of maintaining the Cemetery in such a splendid 
manner for the past 150 years.

CHANGES IN CEMETERY MARKERS - PAST TO PRESENT 


The memorials of the 1800's vary greatly in appearance from those 
of today. The material used was mostly marble, which is much softer 
than the granites used today. Being softer and more porous, marble 
absorbs moisture and after years of freezing and thawing, the surface 
will begin to flake. Inscriptions become harder and harder to read 
and the material itself will take on the appearance of sandstone. 

The shape of memorials has also changed considerably over the years. 

Most old sections of cemeteries contain many tall, narrow spires, usually 
consisting of several sections and ranging anywhere from 4 to 20 feet in 
height. These tall spires are an impressive sight, but the narrowness 
leaves little room for inscriptions and ornamentation. The individual 
tablet style markers that were often used contained more epitaphs and 
heritage information than the markers of today. 

Memorials of the early to mid-1900's were apt to have much more 
simplified inscriptions; many showing just names and years of birth 
and death. Designs were mostly floral or religious in nature, 

(Jp until quite recently, family lots or "plots' of 6, 8 or even 
12 graves were very common. A large monument inscribed with just the 
family's last name would be installed in the center of the lot.and small 
single stones with first names and dates would mark each individual grave. 
Today's mobile society has changed this arrangement.as few families have 
several generations remaining in one area their entire lives. Double 
markers for husband and wife are much more common today as couples are 
more incline to purchase just 2 or 4 graves together. 

Today's trends are also toward more personalization. Many people, 
especially those interested in genealogy, prefer full dates of birth and 
death: and many double markers show the couples marriage date and some¬ 

times even list childrens' names. Designs have also become more personalizef 
It's not unusual to see anything from cars and animals to farm and hunting 
scenes. An individual's actual signature has also become quite popular. 

The wide variety of colors of granite available today also offers a more 
personalized choice, and when it comes to the availability of shapes and 
sizes, the options are unlimited.

SYMPATHY FLOWERS - THEN AND NOW 


During the past century, trends in floral sympathy designs have 
changed dramatically.

Popular in past years were the solid-flowered wreaths and other set 
tributes such as the broken wreaths, spoked wheels, and vacant chairs 
which denoted the loss of a deceased family member. Other pieces included 
crosses, panels, Holy Bibles, lyres, harps, hearts, pillows, and gates ajar, 

Organizational emblems included designs for the Epworth League, 

Maltese Cross, Square and Compass, Knights of Pythias, Knights of Columbus, 
Modem Woodmen, Odd Fellow's, Mystic Shrine, Eastern Star, Elks, Kiwanis, 
Rotary, and Lions Clubs. Some of these old-fashioned designs can be seen 
at the downtown location (5^ S. Main) of the Janesville Floral. Door 
crepes were in common use--usually with lavender and purple chiffon ribbon 
and black leaves. White chiffon was used in a child’s death. 

In order for the flowers to reach a funeral service, they sometimes 
were sent by train. Janesville Floral would send them to nearby towns and 
villages. Persons would telegram, telephone, or write to the florist for 
an order, telling where they should be shipped by train and which train 
they selected, "he express companies or agents would pick up the flowers 
at the railroad station and deliver them to the funeral service. 

Most sprays were hand-tied with string or wire and displayed so the 
flowers v ; ould hang downward since the heads were not wired. Today, the 
flowers are usually put into a water-filled foam and wired so the flowers 
last longer and heads stand erect. 

' Flowers commonly used were sweet peas, violets, carnations, lilies- 
of-the-valley, lilies, American Beauty roses, dahlias, peonies, asters, 
gladioli, calla lilies, chrysanthemums, etc. Creens used were asparagus 
plumosus, ferns, wild smilax, magnolia leaves, galax, Boston fern fronds, 
cycas leaves, etc. With today’s ease of transportation, flowers worldwide 
are available, and make for a larger selection. 

Flowers were most important at a wake and many times were quite 
lavish. *he casket was surrounded by large cibotiura ferns, palms, and 
■“oston ferns, along with many floral tributes, ^looming plants were not 
commonly sent to the funeral service as they are today, T he floral pieces 
then were rather large and of solid styles. 
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Styles of today can still be of solid designs cr most generally 
made into more modern designs which can have a double purpose—at the 
funeral service and then sent to family members and friends or to 
hospitals, churches, and nursing homes. 

x he Janesville Floral Company, formally organized in I893, nearly

David J, MtiLny, 76, one of Hook 
county's most prominent farmers, 
known throughout the United 
States and Canada as an Importer 
and breeder of line horses and cat¬ 
tle, died early Monday morning In j 
his farm home, Maple Lawn, seven 
miles oast of Janesville on county 
trunk highway A. 

Born March 26, 1S5&* tn the 

town of Johnstown, he spent his 
entire life on the old homestead. 
His parents, Mr. and Mrs. John 
McLay, were among the first set¬ 
tlers of Hock county, having come 
from Sterlings hi re, Scotland, in 
1844, 

A larger house than the one tn 
which he was born was built and 
occupied several years until It was 
destroyed by fire in 1904, and the 
present house, known as Maple 
Lawn, was built soon afterward. 
The home is well known for Its 
beauty and hospitality. 

Firm Widely Known 

A born stockman, ho followed 
the lead of Ills father, John Me- 
Lay, and uncle, David Me Lay* as 
an importer and breeder of Clydes¬ 
dale horses and Shorthorn cattle. 
With his brother* the late James 
Z., tho partnership of McLay 
brothers was formed* which 
achieved national and In tarnation- 
| al prominence in the livestock 
world. Their horses were consis¬ 
tent winners at the state fairs and 
great International shows. In 1904, 
at the World's fair at St. Louis, 
(he McLay farm swept the hold 
with its exhibit of Clydesdales. 

Sir, Me Lay's early education was 
secured in tho district schools of 
ltock Prairie, Johnstown and in 
Milton college. He was a man of 


gifted mind and student of the 
Bible. Biblical principles moulded 
his life and character. His kindly 
disposition and genuine friendli¬ 
ness won him friends everywhere. 
His direct integrity won for him 
honest admiration and respect. 
Lender In Church Work 
Mr, McLay was a Christian gen¬ 
tleman* a member of the Rock 
Prairie United Presbyterian - hurch 
since boyhood days and one of its 
most active and useful members. 
He served as trustee for terms ex¬ 
tending over 20 years. In 1S95 he 
was elected and ordained as elder. 
In which office lie served until his 
death. Ho taught the young men's 
bihlc class since he himself was a 
young man. He never lost a young 
man's interest. Not only was he 
one of the most liberal supporters 
of the church, but he also con¬ 
tributed generously to charities 
and benevolences. 

He was married to Miss Cather¬ 
ine Barlass May 25, 1887, His 
widow and five daughters survive 
him. All were at home at the time 
of his death. The daughters are; 
Miss Helen McLay, at home: Mrs.

May 26, 1988 

Bench has been purchased by the association. Set of rules for Cemetery 
discussed. Copies could be printed up, given to lot owners when purchase 
of lots. This meeting attended by 10 people. 

Permits for markers and monuments must be obtained from secretary before 
installation of markers are placed according to rules of cemetery board. 

There is no planting of trees and shrubs without approval of the 
Cemetery Board. 

Perpetual Care Fund - This fund is invested and placed in a trust fund 
under the jurisdiction of the County Court. The interest received from 
this trust is put into the general fund of the cemetery, which is used for 
care and maintenance of the Cemetery. 

Sale of lots now are — h grave space, 300*00; 150,00 goes to trust 

fund, 150.00 goes In the general fund. Single space and 2 grave spaces 
are sold also. The purpose of perpetual care is for care of cemetery for 
years to come.

REGULATIONS MtLATIilG TO INSTALLATION 
OP MONUMENTS, GRAVE MARKETS AND HEADSTONES 

IN 

JOHNSTOWN CENTER CEMETARY 


All monuments, rr«ve makers and headstones must be in¬ 
stalled end nermanently attached to a concrete or cement- 
foundation which shall be at abound level. Said foundation 
must be four 0i) inches larger than the bottom of the monu¬ 
ment, ar^ve marker or headstone on all four sides. Said found¬ 
ations must be of noured cement or concrete and shall not be 
less than •/ ~> in deotb f~om the ground level for monuments

and not less than thirtv ( 30 ) Inches in depth for srrave markers 
or headstones below the ground level; all said foundations 
must be of eounl dimensions top and bottom, and set outside 
the grave space in solid soil. 

No monument, prove marker or headstone may be installed 
tvithout the written approval of the Secretary showing compliance 
with the foregoing regulations as to depth and other dimensions. 
Such approval must be obtained before filling in the excavation 
with cement or concrete. The decretary must be notified at 
least 2k hours of the time said foundation is to be poured. 

Failure to comply with the above regulations may subject 
the violator to a forfeiture of not exceeding twenty five 
dollars (52^.00) for each violation, in accordance with the 
Laws of the State of Wisconsin. 

Planting of trees and shrubs by lot owners is strictly 
prohibited.

“People ( buried) in the cem¬ 
etery were once alive. They 
cried and struggled with the 
environment, hoping and 
dreaming of future generations 
to follow. They’re not just 
some statistic on a card,” said 
Helen Wehler, committee 
member. 

History is important, Wehler 
said. People should know what 
went on years ago. It takes 
generations for things to de¬ 
velop, and with knowledge of 
attitudes of the past, people to¬ 
day can make decisions based 
on what has happened, she 
continued. 

The book will begin with a 
letter to John Pickett, the first 
person to be buried in the cem-

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etery—in 1839, telling him what 
has happened since he died, 
Wehler said. 

Through records from 
Gramke Monument, the Janes¬ 
ville Public Library and loaned 
scrapbooks, the committee has 
compiled a wealth of informa¬ 
tion. 

Committee members—Weh¬ 
ler, Eva Hugunin, Marion 
Moorse, Margaret Scharine— 
have discovered more than 700 
burials have taken place at the 
cemetery. “That really sur 
prised us,” Hugunin said. Ad 

ditional burials, in tbe poor 
section of the cemetery, were 
not recorded, and nobody to¬ 
day remembers who they are, 
she added. 

Research by the women also 
has revealed some interesting 
cemetery facts. 

Cemetery lots sold for $5 
when it opened in 1839 and 
cemetery regulations were out¬ 
lined, the women said. No 
horse and buggy were to ex¬ 
ceed 4 mph, flowers could not 
be picked, and any person 
caught destroying cemetery 
property or found of improper 
conduct would be ordered to 
leave the grounds, immedi¬ 
ately* A ticket also was neces¬ 
sary for admission to cemetery 
grounds. 

One of the roadblocks the 
book committee bumped into, 
while doing research, was 
women's names not being 
listed in an obituary or on the 
tombstone, so it has been diffi¬ 
cult to match them with their 
husbands, Wehler said. The 


women were either referred to 
as mother or wife, yet chil¬ 
dren's names were listed, Hu¬ 
gunin said. 

In 1956, the cemetery 
women's auxiliary formed to 
make improvements* Money 
was needed to handle the day- 
to-day upkeep, the women 
said. Over the years, the auxil¬ 
iary has hired someone to mow 
the grass, had the cemetery 
entrance biacktopped, built 
stately brick pillars at the gate 
entrance, done landscaping, 
and on Memorial Day, alter¬ 
nate years, hosted a program 
with a speaker. 

The cemetery has had at 
least six additions made to the 
original two-aere plot. Many of 
the deceased were Scotch and 
Irish settlers. Grouped to¬ 
gether in the book will be obit¬ 
uaries of soldiers from the War 
of 1812 , the Spanish-American 
War, Civil War, World War I 
World War II, Korean War and 
Vietnam War and National 
Guard veterans. 

Almost everything associated 
with funerals has changed, the 
women said, including: tomb¬ 
stones, funerals, flowers, me¬ 
morial programs, cost, and 
transportation of the casket* 
So, pictures and examples of 
some of the aforementioned 
will be included in the book, as 
well as early minutes of the 
cemetery association and a 
treasurer's report.
